The government, he 
says, probably prefers to give Serbia con- 
tinued existence, but a reduced territory, 
and probably is disposed to make easier 
terms of the Karageorgevich dynasty is 
previously dethroned. 

Nevertheless, Dr. Friedjung says, the 
eettlement of Serbia's fate must depend 
upon what its conquerors regard expedi- 
ent from their standpoint. 

Whether independent or not, Serbia 
will have to adopt a straightforward and 
honest policy of friendly relations with 
the central powers. 

Dr. Friedjung intimates that the deci- 
sion of the central powers regarding 
Poland will influence Austria’s decision 
concerning Serbia, since, he says, an in- 
creased Slav population in the north 
would render a second increase in the 
south undesirable.

THE MESSAGE. 

The message opens, significantly we must assume, 
with a discussion of Pan-Americanism. We are re- 
minded that “the states of America have become 
conscious of a new and more vital community of in- 
terest and moral partnership in affairs, more clearly 
conscious of the many common sympathies and in- 
terests and duties which bid them stand together.” 
Reviewing somewhat idealistically the birth and 
course of the Monroe Doctrine, it is asserted that 
“we retain unabated the spirit that has inspired us 
throughout the whole life of our government and 
which was so frankly put into words by President 
Monroe.” “ We still mean,” declares the president, 
“always to make a common cause of national inde- 
pendence and of political liberty in America.” 

‘This taken by itself we should unhesitatingly in- 
terpret as a reiteration of the full force of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, and a polite but unambiguous notice to 
the world that the United States accepts its full 
responsibility. for its maintenance. 

We trust this impression need not be weakened by 
the paragraphs relating to our handling of the Mex- 
ican problem, by which the president illustrates his 


liberal government of American states does not cloak 
the will to dominate or shape their destinies. And 
we are encouraged in our interpretation by the 
fact that the president goes on to point out that 
“the wholé matter of drawing the Americas together 
Yn bonds of honorable partnership and mutual ad- 
vantage” is a necessary background or basis for a 
proper consideration of the problem of national de- 
fense. 

This, if we are to accept it as plain men, means 
that im the president’s view the United States should 
be able to defend and enforce the Monroe Doctrine 
and to support an “honorable partnership” of the 
Americas with arms if necessary. This position 
would seem to be restated and summarized when he 
Bays: 

Conquest and dominion are not in our reck- 
oning, or agreeable to our principles. But just 
because we demand unmolested development and 
the undisturbed government of our own lives 
upon our own principles of right and liberty we 
resent, from whatever quarter it may come, the 
aggression we ourselves will not practice. We 

-{nsist upon security in prosecuting our self- 
chosen lines of national development. We do 
more than that. We demand it also for others. 

; . . From the first we have made common eause 

with all partisans of liberty on this side the 

ea, and have deemed it as important that our 
neighbors should be free from all outside domi- 
nation as that we ourselves should be; have set 

America aside as a whole for the uses of inde- 

pendent nations and political freemen. . 

If this is anything but idealistic rhetoric it means 
that the United States will fight any nation that at- 
tempts. aggression .against any of the American 
states. 

We believe the American people are in accord 
with this position and would support it at the ex- 
pense of war, even a foreign war, which it necés- 
sarily implies, if the aggression were committed in 
such guise as to touch our self-respect or arouse our 
definite concern. But if this is true of us it be- 
hooves our statesmen to face fully the problem it 
presents and the responsibilities it involves. The 
weakness and danger of our situation has been and 
is, as THE TRIBUNE has tried unremittingly to im- 
press upon the American public and its leaders, that 
we cherish in this respect an ideal and a policy 
which we do not make ready to support. It is 
pleasing to our self-esteem to conceive of ourselves 
as the lofty and puissant guardians of national inde- 
pendence and civil liberty in the western hemi- 
sphere. But we have shirked the expense even of 
thought upon what our position must involve if it 
is not to be a dangerous fraud, to say nothing of our 
shirking the expense of maintaining it in terms of 
money and military power. 

In this situation, to be frank, Mr. Wilson in un- 
fortunate degree remains, if we are to judge as we 
must by his proposals to meet the heavy responsi- 
bilities and grave possibilities of the policy he de- 
clares. It is culpably ignorant or disingenuous to 
propose the defense of two continents from aggres- 
sion and to follow it with the inexpert and inade- 
quate program of military and naval increase which 
bas been put forth by the war department and 
which Mr. Wilson sketches briefly in his message. 
THe Tarscne has discussed these plans, especially 
as they affect the army, and will continue to do so 
as they are taken up congress, but it will say 
here that if the large outlines of the president's 
policy are to be filled in with vigor and practical 
skill that task must be performed by men whose re- 
luetance to think thoroughly on war and its neces- 
sities is a good deal less then that shown by the 
president. 

There should be no hesitation or delay on this 


sibility, though an inspiring one. He fails flatly to 
present a program adequate to realize and support it. 

That failure should be challenged at once. If we 
give forth to the world and reassert to ourselves any 
such purpose as the president declares and adopt no 
better measures than he proposes to maintain that

No mention is made of modifications of the laws 
sffecting business, except a eryptic paragraph re- 
specting the railroads. It is a pity that Mr. Wil- 
sun, with lis great command of felicitous expression, 
does not permit himself plain speech at this point. 
He asserts what has been painfully evident to us all 
for some time, that “ the transportation problem is 
an exceedingly serious and pressing one in this 
country,” and that “there has from time to time of 
late been reason to fear that our railroads would not 
much longer be able to cope with it successfully as 
at present equipped and cotrdinated.” A commis- 
sion of inquiry is recommended to ascertain “ by a 
thorough canvass of the whole question whether our 
laws as at present framed and administered are as 
serviceable as they might be in the solution of the 
problem.” 

Lest this be taken to imply that a weakening of 
the powers of regulation is favored, the message af- 
firms the policy, but suggests an inquiry whether 
“ there is anything else we can do that would supply 
us with effective means, in the very process of regu- 
lation, for bettering the conditions under which the 
railroads are operated and for making them more 
useful servants of the country as a whole.” — 

We cannot pretend to reduce this supercautious 
remark to the concrete, but we may hope perhaps 
that it indicates a disposition to develop a more in- 
telligent, far seeing, and constructive policy toward 
our transportation agencies than has been evolved 
thus far. It has seemed obvious for some time to 
THE TRIBUNE that in the evolution of our regula- 
tory system we have been narrow, myopic, and hap- 
hazard, and that for the sake of the country a larger, 
wiser view is acutely needed. If the president fa- 
vors an attempt to consider and formulate a well 
rounded constructive policy for the development and 
the stabilized prosperity—hence public efficlency—or 
our carriers he will have the hearty support of all 
thinking Americans. 

The message also expresses the feeling of the 
president and of virtually the whole of the nation 
respecting the demoralizing expressions of fanatical 
foreign partisanship aroused by the war. We may 
say, however, on this subject that while drastic 
laws for the punishment of acts of disloyalty should 
most certainly be enacted, that neither such legis- 
lation nor the mere preaching of loyalty will ac- 
complish much. What is needed is a systematic and 
perennial stimulation of Americanism, and this 
should take place in the formative period of life. If 
the president thought more candidly and thoroughly 
on the problem of national defense, which is basically 
a question of organized national character, he would 
realize that his protests, like his proposals, are 
trivial and illusory, and the chief feature of his mes- 
sage to this critical, and, we hope, epoch making, 
congress would be a declaration for universal citi- 
zen service in the army of the republic.

Bill the Magnificent says that he and the civil 
service commission will stagger humanity when they 
reveal what has been going on in the city hall and 
will thereby confound the enemies of the people 
who want the civil service commissioners removed. 
There are folk who think that the commission itself 
is the worst thing that is going on in the city hall, 
but, of course, they may be mistaken. 

The only thing we care to suggest to his honor 
the mayor is that he has a feeble idea of what it 
takes to stagger humanity in these parts. If folk 
found that the city hall was being taken down at 
night to furnish building material for politicians’ 
residences they might bat an eye, but even then as 
to staggers there would not be a tetter. 

This is a case hardened community and if Bill 
the Big is to make it grope around in dismay he is 
going to be a real Vesuvius in the way of dis- 
tributing sensations.

ORATORY AND THE JURY. 

{From the National Corporation Reporter. ] 
The unanimous jury is the first obstacle to an 
intelligent system of criminal procedure. The 
number of cases in which one or two jurors block 
the wheels of justice, where the evidence abun- 
dantly proves the guilt of the defendant in a 
criminal case, is legion. If we permitted the jury 
to return a verdict by a two-thirds vote, as is 
done in Australia, after a certain number of 
hours of deliberation, mistrials would vanish. The 
evils of the unanimous verdict are largely elim- 
inated in England by the judge being allowed to 
express hig opinion of the evidence, the high 
character of the judges and the Englishman’s re- 
spect for constituted authority. 
Both English and American criminal procedure 
are hampered and frequently balked by the pro- 
hibition of inquiry of the person accused of crime 
as to his possible connection with it. There is 
no reason for allowing a guilty man to hide him- 
self behind a veil of silence, forbidding any allu- 
sion, even, to his failure to testify, and yet per- 
mitting him to testify in his own behalf, if he 
see fit to chance the pitfalls of cross-examination. 
The continental system of examining persons ac- 
cused of crime, in secret, is not to be commended; 
but no innocent person could be injured by an 
examination in the presence of his counsel and, 
if he so desired, of his friends. Such a proceeding 
would be infinitely superior to the illegal “third 
degree” to which the police of this country sub-' 
ject some criminals. 
Finally, and most important of all, the whole 
attitude of the courts, and especially the review- 
ing courts, from which the trial courts take their 
color, must change. Where twelve men taken 
from the walks of private life say that a defend- 
ant has committed a crime and the trial judge 
sonfirms their judgment it falls little short of 
crime for a reviewing court to set the verdict 
and judgment aside because of an erroneous in- 
struction, the admission of dubious evidence, or 
the exclusion of proper evidence, where the error 
sould not reasonably have affected the result. In 
short, a reviewing court should practically con- 
fine its inquiries to one point, and that is: Was 
the prisoner dlearly shown to be guilty? Once 
the upper coprg gives out this as its guiding 
principle the trial judges will be more than will- 
ing to discharge their duties on the same princi- 
ples of common sense which direct them in their 
everyday affairs, 
Of course the miseries of the juries, so feeling- 
ly described by the Trisunws writer, are a conse- 
quence of this foolish tangle of absurdities.

PHYSICAL EXAMINATION. - 
HIS is physical examination day. 
The managers of the Christmas 
Seal campaign have asked their 
- friends to call attention on this one 
day at least to the need of sys- 
tematic periodic physical examinations. 
I have done this more than once, and I 

m glad to do it again. 

The reason for the interest of the Christ- 
mas Seal people is that they want con- 
sumption diagnosed earlier. They know 
that the average person who comes to 
their attention has had consumption more 
than a year and very many of them lost 
their chance of getting well before they 
began actively to hunt for help. 

The fact is that a very large portion of 
the peoplé with consumption do not know 
that they have the disease until their 
chance of getting well has been lost. 
Whenever a complete examination of a 
large group of men has been made it has 
always been found that several suffer- 
ing from consumption were not aware of 
the disease. 

People judge of disease by, symptoms 
and of health by lack of symptoms of 
disease. Disease talks by symptoms and 
that is the only means it has of com- 
municating with the man whose mind is 
engaged with his business or the woman 
who is busy with her home. As a matter 
of fact, symptoms isa very faulty method 
of judging of disease or health. Some 
people have a great deal of disease and no 
symptoms, and others have a great many 
symptoms and no disease. 


, = 

The doctor who treats the symptoms 
of every patient who comes to him for 
symptoms will be constantly pouring 
medicine into gullets and the Christian 
Scientist who follows the same policy will 
be constantly pouring into ears words. 
On the other hand, a great many people 
in need of physical help will not even 
know of their needs. 

The plan of physical examination is as 
follows: Once a year, or at some other 
interval, a man has himself thoroughly 
examined regardless of whether he has 
symptoms or not. The examination cov- 
ers his habits as well as his physical ex- 
amination. If he be found sick or below 
par physically, the needed treatment is 
recommended. If faulty habits are dis- 
covered, changes are recommended. 

The adwice is How to Live and Keep 
Well, or, and Get Well. ‘If the man does 
not choose to accept the advice that is his 
business. 

This proposal is not new. A good sized 
minority of those who read this state- 
ment are already following the’ plan. 
To them it is no novelty. The majority 
of the people are on the old, the last 
century, basis. Among those who have 
gone on the new basis are several groups 
of sufficient size to form the basis of 
statistics. I will not give the results ip 
this column, but if anybody wants to 
know where they can be found, a letter 
with stamped envelope for reply will 
bring the information.

A. EB. C., health officer Illinois Centra) 
railroad, writes: “I notice your com- 
ments in THE TRIBUNB On‘ Malaria.’ You 
‘do not say anything on the ‘ Prevention 
of Malaria.” For the last two years we 
have been giving our laborers who were 
working in low, marshy districts three 
grains of quinine each night, and this 
caused a decrease in malaria case#of over 
90 per cent. Indeed, it is stated that the 
only cases our surgeons treated were 
those where the foreman failed to carry 
out our instructions. If all had followed 


_ our instructions it might be that we would 


have wiped it out. When we had our 
pevere washout from Hammond to New 
Orleans this fall, and to repair same 
put 4,000 men to work with water and 
marshes on etery hand, I personally went 
there and distributed 10,000 six grain cap- 
sules of quinine, giving twelve grains 
twice a week, and so far as I know now 
we have hed practically nosickness. The 
chief surgeon can give you the exact 
number of cases. I consider this a very 
valuablé point for all employers of labor 
where such ere compelled to work In 
low, marshy districts. It isan economic 
question deserving attention.”

EN. JOFFRE’S appointmegt to 

the supreme command of alj 

France's armies, both at home and 

abroad, save in Morocco, has been 

forced upon President Poincairé, 
but would not have been possible with- 
out the loyal and generous support of 
Joffre’s old comrade and brother in.arms, 
the veteran Gen. Gallienl, now minister 
of war. 33 

The appointment has been vigorously 
advocated for at least twelve months 
past, but until the recent reorganiza- 
tion of the cabinet it encountered vio- 
lent opposition on the part of Poincaré 
and of the civilian minister of war, Mil- 
lerand, as well as other members of 
the Viviani cabinet, who did not enjoy 
the curtailment of what they regarded 
as their prerogatives. 

Thanks to the powers with which Joffre 
has now been invested, it will no longer 
be possible for either the president or the 
cabinet to assign to new commands gen- 
erals who have been shelved by Gen. 
Joffre on the ground of incompetency, 
disobedience, lack of vigor, or, what is 
worst of all in military matters, persist- 
ent fll luck. 

Joffre had twice shelved Gen. Sarrail 
for failure to carry out orders and for 
subjecting the forces under his command 
to needless reverses, which could have 
been averted. But in spite thereof Sar- 
rail was subsequently appointed by Pre- 
mier Viviant and the ultra-radical ele- 
ment of the cabinet to direct the opera- 
tions of the French forces on the Gal- 
lipoli peninsula and in the Balkans, not 
because of his military merits, but solely 
because of his ultra*radical views and 
affiliations In politics. [ could cite a 
score of other similar instances through 
which disciplinary measures of Joffre 
were practically nullified by the action 
of the cabinet. . : 
—~o- 


in these matters, for after Gen. d' Anrade 
had been three times deprived of his 
command on the eastern front by Joffre 
for ineticiency and each time dssigned 
to another one by Minister of War Mille- 
rand in a ference to the demands of 
Poincaré the latter insisted on his being 
assigned to the command of the French 
forces in the Dardanelles. There he 
showed such an am ‘unt of incompetency 
that it became necessary to recall him, 
And, as if this were not enough, the pres- 
ident has lately sent him off on a spe- 
cial mission to Petrograd to confer on 
military matters with the minister of 
war there and with the various com- 
manders at the Russian front, which 
means that he will receive a high order 
of knighthood from the czar. All this 
will be impossible from now.on, and no 
assignment to any command can hence- 
forth be made save by Generalissimo 
Joffre. 

The latter’s appointment moreover ren- 
ders unnecessary any special action by 
the English government toward placing 
the armies of Field Marshal Sir John 
French under the supreme direction of 
Joffre with a view to more unity of ac- 
tion in the disposition and movement 
of troops than has-hitherto prevailed.

Unti! now Joffre has been regarded as 
being at the head merely of one group 
of armies on the eastern front and com- 
posed exclusively of Frenchmen, while 
Sir John French has been looked upon as 
having the wholly independent command 
of another group of armies composed of 
Englishmen, the fact of his holding the 


rank of field marshal, whereas Joffre

was only a general, enabling him to put 
forth pretensions to superiority of rank 
over the latter. 

Quite a number of the failures of move- 
ments against the Germans on the east- 
ern front in France have been due to 
the lack of the requisite unity of action 
between the French and Bnglish com- 
manders and of their respective staffs 
This has been so apparent that even 
the English have vigorously advocated. 
in and out of parliament, the necessity 
of having all the armies operating in 
France against Germany under one su- 
preme head—namely: that of Joffre. 

The appointment of Joffre to the su- 
preme command of all the military forces 
of France settles the question without 
any further action on the part of the 
British government, for as generalissimo, 
not merely of a group of armies but of 
all France, the British and Belgian troops 
operating om French soll naturally come 
under his orders, no matter what the 
rank of the British or Belgian officers. 
From now on no movement of troops, 
of France or of her allies, can take place 
on French soil without Joffre’s sanction 
and approval. 


~ 

While tt is probable that Sir John 
French may not relish the altered con- 
ditions, the personage who has lost most 
thereby {s undoubtedly the president, for 
the latter has until now claimed to be 
the supreme commander of the military 
and naval forces of France by virtue of 
his office. His pretensions in the matter 
are based on laws enacted on Feb. 25 
and July 16, in 1875, at the special in- 
stance of Marshal MacMahon, who was 
then chief magistrate of the republic 
and who insisted that it should be made 
thoroughly plain that the president was 
entitled to the supreme command of the 
army and navy, not only in 
but also in war. fe opto 

These laws have never been repealed 
They are still in existence to the present 
day, and, while the idea was preposterous 
of a statesman such as fat old ex-Prest- 
dent Fallieres taking the fleld as gren- 
eralissimo, who had never bestridden a 
horse in his life and who was terribly 
obese, Poincaré has, ever gince the be- 
ginning of the war, been tireless in visit- 
ing the troops at the front, tn holding 
reviews, and in presiding at military 
pageants in more or less military fashion. 

~ 

The ministers who have accompanied 
him on these occasions have been con- 
tent with plain, ordinary civilian garb 
and hat. But Poincaré, who can never 
forget that he has been a leutenant of 
territorial infantry, has affected & pecul- 
lar costume of his own, consisting of a 
yachting cap, a tightly buttoned black 
sack coat, knee breeches, and elther mili- 
tary puttees or else top boots. More- 
over; when his ministers have sahited 
the flag ‘and visiting foreign royalties 
and dignitaries by doffing their hate, he 
has contented himself with Siving the 
purely military salute by bringing his 
right hand to his yachting cap. As he ts 
not a very martial figure, the spectacie 
he presents at a parade is not altogether 
impressive, 

Of course, the only uniform to which 
President Poincaré is entitled is the dark 
green tail coat adorned with green silk 
embroidery of the members of the Acad; 
emy of France. It was désigned by the 
first Napoleon and is finished off witha 
cocked hat and a sword. It is not, how- 
ever, & very military looking uniform—

New York, The New Republic.’’—From an edi- 
torial tin the Boston Evening Transcript. 

This remark was made by the Tran- 
script just three days after The New Re- 
public had discussed at some length the 
desirability of an eventua! alliance with 
Great Britain. In view of this it becomes 
a matter of some interest to discover just 
what the most pretentiously learned 
newspaper in the United States means by 
* pro-German.” 

It means, so far as we can discover, 
anything short of complete fanaticism 
about the allies. There are circies in 
Boston society where tie Trensecript is 
approved, in which it is pro-German to 
doubt the smelieet item in the most jingo- 
istic utterance of the allies. It is not only 
pro-German, but it is anti-American. You 
must not mention the fact that French 
aviators drop bombs on undefended Ger- 
man cities; you must not believe that the 
Senegalese ere capable of any atrocity; 
you must pretend that a Cossack troop 
in a Galician village has a religious re- 
epect for The Hague conveTitions;: you 
must believe that a Russian retreat isa 
Russian victory. Otherwise you are pro- 
German. Not only is it necessary to see 
the “‘Teutons”™ as all black and the 
allies as lily white, it is treason to civil- 
ization for any one to remember that this 
war must come to an end, that it must 
end fairly soon, and that when peace has 
been meade it will still be necessary to live 
in the same world with the Germans. 

We can understand that in England and 
France there is little time for discrimina- 
eae Those nations are In a desperate 
struggle, and their fury has a consider- 
able military value. But for the Tran- 
script in comfortable Boston, for well fed 
people in American cities to indulge in 
these orgasms of hate is nothing less than 
mischievous stupidity. It destroys what- 
ever usefulness they might have in this 
supreme contest, and the hurt which they 
have inflicted on American prestige is in- 
calculable. 

By their utterances, quoted in the Eu- 
ropean press, they have given the impres- 
sion that America accepts the allied cause 
without question. Naturally Europeans 
ack why we're not fighting if that is the 
way we fee} about it. If the right and 
wrong of this struggle are so clear, then 
only cowards would stay at home and 
curse over the dinner table. If every- 
thing that counts in the world is con- 
centrated in the cause of the allies, then 
we ought to be fighting in Flanders, not 
making money in Boston. | 

But is the Transcript urging our gov- 
ernment to enter the war? Not at all. 
The Transcript is urging us to hate the 
Germans; the Transcript is parroting the 
wisdom of British recruiting speeches; 
the Transcript is ready to pour out a tor- 
rent of some one else’s blood and some 
one else’s treasure, and the Transcript 
is ready to fight this war of civilization 


. « « @ somewhat pro-German weekly in 


from the sidelines... It talks as French- 
men whose country is invaded have « 
right to talk, and it talks as the Belgians 
who have paid the price have every justi- 
fication for talking. And what does it 
propose to do? To crush German mill- 
tarism with British and French lives, com 
tribute a little money to the Red Cross, 
send a few ambulance units to the allied 
fronts, and publish articles about the 
wickedness of the Germans. The igne 
miny of it is fathomiess. . 

And any one who does not imitate the 
Transcript ls pro-German. Now, we hap- 
pen to have a different conception of 
America’s duty in this war, a conception 
which seems to us more useful and more 
honorable. The American people do not 
intend to take part inthiswar. They had 
no share in the diplomacy which led upto 
it, and their long habit of isolation found 
them unprepared for any adequate judg- 
ment on the issues involved. They might 
have been dragged in over the Lusitania, 
but it would have been a coup de force, 
not by a democratic decision. 

Since we do not intend to become a bel- 
ligerent we ought to have the decency 
not to talk and think like a belligerent. 
With a whole world at war there are 
plenty of other activities open to « pow- 
erful neuvtra!. There its, first of all, the 
relief of suffering—in which we have done 
miserably little. Our per capita contri- 
bution to Belgium. for example, isa great’ 
deal less than that of Australie, But 
more important than that is the task of ’ 
keeping alive in the world the light of 
reason. We should be at the moment 
a clearing house of fact and opinion, @ 
trustee of all the sanctions which bind 
men together. 

Tt Is not for us to ege Europe on to hate 
and more hate. It is for us to be insiat- 
ing at all times that whatever wrong the 
Germans have done, no revenge can right 
it. We should be standing against te 
uselessness of hate, against the Insanity 
which proposes to atone for a crime by 
committing more crimes. Then we should 
be in a position to serve Europe. Thea 
we should be abdle to contribute to the 
terms of peace. It is for us to hold fast 
the idea that the principle of the settle 
ment must net be punishment but the firm 
organization of Europe. 

Just because it is hard to forgive the 
Germans we as neutra!s ought to beim 
sisting on it. It is not that Germ 
doesn’t deserve moral condemnation. 
fs that too great things are at stake for 
any such trivial attitude. Our hearts and 
minds must be set on the future and that 
future is desperate unless there is every- 
where a ~illineness to forget and a readi- 
ness to make adjustments. It is a dif- 
cult attitude to hold, perhaps an impossie 
ble one for a people at war. But the mo 
ment we decided not to spend our lives os 
the battlefields of Europe it became the 
only course which Americans could ® 
honor maintain.

to their grumbling. 

Pretty soon the children—especially 
the innately historic French children— 
pick up some of the ways of soldiers and 
imitate them, and that makes for laugh- 
ter all ‘round. A dozen times a day I 
have seen French children of the country- 
side pull themselves up, stand to atten- 
tion, and salute in the German manner 
when a German officer’s auto rushed by 
them. A year ago they would have had 


their ears boxed for doing that, but it was 


too hard work to keep them up to the hat- 
ing point : 
Get American Relief. 


Many of the children one passes have 


their arms full of provisions issued by the 
Spanish-American relief committee. They 
are irresistible children, very polite and 
gentle, with timid, pretty, wistful ways 
and a manner of acknowledging the pfen- 
nigs one gives them that is altogether 
captivating, because they do not take the 
money like beggar children, but as if one 
were their friend and had made them a 
little present. 

Perhaps I cannot better illustrate the 
gracious air of these village children than 
by saying that I should feel thet I had 
grossly affronted them if I tossed a 10 
pfennig piece to them. Ney, I must 
gravely put it in the hand of my friend 
and she then will smile gravely and make 
a little courtesy and say ‘‘Merci, m’sieur!”’ 
The boys will not make their acknowl- 
edgment so scrupulously, but still they 
galute and jerk out some words of thanks. 


Fighting for Coal. 

Moving among such scenes and among 
euch people, and a good deal more inter- 
ested in them, I am afraid, than I was in 
the routine of the great offensive, I passed 
out of the region of the Champagne in 
the course of three or four days and 
drew near to the coal country in the 
northwest.

Daughter of Milionatre Thinks 
futhority Should Be Let 


to Lapse. 
TURNS A REAL SOCIALIST.

Mrs. Frances Crane Lillie, daughter of 
the late Richard T. Crane, Chicago's 
wealthiest ironmaster, sat in the big liv- 
ing room of her home at 5801 Kenwood 
avenue last night and in the same matter- 
of-fact tone which she might have de- 
voted to expounding the mysteries of a 
chicken salad explained why, a few hours 
before, she became a member of the So- 
Cclalist party. o a 

Quietly and a bit wearily she told of 
her utter discouragement over what she 
called the *‘ timidity "' of society as she 
has known it. Deliberately she arraigned 
the church, the settlements, the women’s 
clubs, and the schools as shirkers. 

“Tam now a Socialist,”"she said. “ The 
occurrences of yesterday have made me 
gne.” 

Appears in Court. 

Kartier in the day Mrs. Lillie had ap- 
peared in the West Chicago avenue police 
court for trial on the charge of inter- 
ferthg with an officer which caused her 
‘arrest on Monday when she was in the 
striking garment workers’ picket lines 
on the northwest side. 

Immediately afterward she enrolled as 
an active member of the Socialist party, 
promising to vote its ticket hereafter and 
saying from now on her energies are to 
be devoted to righting the wrongs which 
she believes are being inflicted on the 
working people by the economic system 
Pwhich produced her father’s $10,000,000 

“This strike has opened my eyes,”” she 

told a reporter for Tus Trisunz. “I 
don’t know much about socialism. They 
tell me that there are as many forms of 
socialism as there are believers in it. 
But surely any system that can produce 
the police terrorism of this strike-—that 
can set Jews to committing the same sort 
‘of outrages on their co-religionists that 
they protest against in Russia—eurely, 
that system is all wrong. 
. “And society is wrong—here in Chicago. 
Those poor, frail workers haven't a sin- 
gle group of people with them. Their 
own rabbis have deserted them, not a 
minister is with them, not a settlement, 
not a woman’s club, not a civic organiza- 
tion. They have been left absolutely 
alone in their fight. 


Northwestern Settlement. 

* Hull house? Why, Miss Starr is the 
only one, and she has been the heroine of 
the strike. The Northwestern university 
settlement is over there, but not a move 
have they made. I understand my bishop 
—Bishop Anderson of the Episcopal 
church—said today that he sympathizes 
with them. Well, I can only say, would 
to God he had told us weeks ago. 

“Tt iagn’t active opposition. I call it 
timidity. Perhaps you would cail it cow- 
ardice. One woman went over there to 
the picket lines just once. Then she said, 
-‘ You may call me anything you like, I 
just can't stand it.” And she never went 
back. 

“I have no definite program. I told 
them I would vote the Socialist ticket, and 
that is all they require. But I believe 
that the general strike is democracy’s 
greatest weapon. It has been used in 
Europe; I don’t know why we don’t use 
it in America. Perhaps the right leader- 
ship has not developed here. 


Wants Government Milk. 
“The first big step forward would be 
government ownership of public utili- 
ties—and by public utilities | mean lots 
of things. Milk, for instance. One of the 
first things I would do would be to have 
the government distribute milk. It is 
far more important to the babies than 
water. 

 “ And if only authority could be abol- 
ished! [If it could be taken away from 
fathers, mothers, teachers, officials, po- 
licemmen, how much better the world would 
be. Authority is a terrib.e thing, 

“ The whole competitiye system in busi- 
ness is wrong. It seems to sharpen the 
wits—think of the furniture they make 
that falls to pieces when it is delivered— 
all the shoddy substitutions of com- 
merce—but it rots the moral fabric. The 
leader of the employers in this strike 
was a Jewish boy on the west side, they 
tell me, and talked ideals at Hull house. 
NoW, look at him!”’ 


Husband Not Interested. 

Mrs. Lillie admitted that her husband, 
Prof. Frank R. Lillie of the department 
of zoology at the University of Chicago, 
is not Interested in her move. | 

“ He sympathizes with anything I do,"’ 
she said, “‘ but he is a scientist and very 
busy. And I am busy, too. I am going 
back to the picket lines, of course, but I 
think if this strike is ever ended, I shall 
retire for a good, long rest. I have my 
children, you know.” 

There are seven children in the Lillie 
family. Three of them, all boys, were 
‘adopted by Mrs. Lilie, and one of them 
is blind. In addition to deyoting herself 
to her faraily she has had the active di- 
rection of the Buffalo Creek farm colony 
for widows and th children, near 
Wheéling, I!t., which was provided for 
by a fund left by her father, and has de- 
voted much time to several other chari- 
ties of the Crane family. , 

Mrs. Lillie has never been known as a 
“society woman.” As she herself put it: 
“TY guess I have always been interested 
in these more serious things.” — 
| Her home is the simplest imaginable, 
Tittle patches of paint were worn from 
the old fastioned spindle legged chair 
in which dhe sat as she talked. Her 
gown was a severely plein workaday sort 
of an affair of neutral gray with a touch 
of white at the collar.

Its issue yesterday contained such striking items of news as the 
resignation of Sir Edward Grey, the resignation of Sazonoff, the assumption 
of supreme command of the allies in the west by Gen. Joffre, the creation of 
a new general staff in England, and other things which, if true, cannot be 
helpful in influencing in favor of the entente powers those wavering neutral 
nations which are waiting to rush to the rescue of the victims.
